The Cedars of Lebanon 
no great research to convince 
great age, which is strikingly 
in their gnarled and lime-worn 
Many of the branches have become sap- . 
less, and are fast rotting awav; others are! 
broken off by the force of many tempests, 
or have fallen of their own nccor I from ! 
sheer old age; new ones ha> e sprang out, 
and the young shoots continue to supply 
the ravages made bv time; the trunks are I 
of vast circumference, and are composed 
of diverse parts consolidated, some ot | 
them perhaps the growth of different I 
ages. All the old trees, and many of the 
young ones, have large pieces cut out of 
trunks, upou which are carved the names 
of visitors who have been from time to 
time attracted to its remote region. 
Among these I noticed the name of La- 
martine, said to have been carved by an 
Arab while the great sentimentalist was 
going into ecstacies in his comfortable 
quarters below. 

The object is to see the cedars of Leba- 
non mentioned in the Scriptures; and there 
they are without doubt. They can be 
seen by any one who lias eyes to see. It 
is true they are ouly cedars, but they are 
very wonderful, as well from their’ great 
antiquity as from the Scriptual interest at- 
tached to them. 

Messrs. Lancing and Burnett, Ameri- 
can missionaries to Damascus, visited this 
region last summer, and counted the ce- 
dars, both old and young. They also 
made some measurement of a very "inter- 
esting caracter. The entire grove, accor- 
ding to their estimate, consists of four I 
hundred trees; the average circumference j 
of tlie original twelve is about twenty five ! 
feet, and one was found to measure up-- 
wards of thirty. The trunks of the more 
ancient cedars do not rise to any great ! 
height before they branch out into enor- 
mous limbs, commencing teu or fifteen 
feet from the ground, some perhaps twen- 
ty feet. The branches are very crooked 
and tortuous, partly decayed as before 
stated, and gnarled with the frosts and 
tempests of ages. It is said that no other 
specimens of the kind are found ' in any 
part of the world, except such as have 
been transplanted from this grove; but 
Messrs. Lansing and Burnett ascertained 
to their entire satisfaction that other ce- 
dars of the same species to exist in the 
mountains of Syra. — The wood is white 
and has a pleasant perfume; /ind to this 
odor reference is made in the Scriptures. 
It is not stronger, however, than the 
scent of the ordinary red cedar — perhaps 
apparent.
